A General Onelaught Wm Then Made 
on the Negro DIttrlet and Heuaea 
Were Burned and Colored 
People Driven From City. 

Joplln, Mo., April 18.— Despite the 
pleading of City Attorney P. H. Deck- 
er and the efforta of law-abiding citl- 
aena vho were overcome In a tu^ of 
WW over the bodjr of the victim, a 
mob Wednesday night hanged a Negro 
tramp to a telegraph pole, after forci- 
bly taking him from Jail on the sus- 
picion that be might be the man that 
Taeaday night shot to death Police- 
man C. Lealie, while the officer waa 
trying to arrest eome Negroee in the 
Kansas City Southern railroad yards. 

The Negro was found Wednesday 
In a slaughter house east of Joplln 
by Lee Fullerton. The Negro wa? 
armed with a rifle. FaHmton allpped 
Into the structure unobserved and 
crept up behind the Negro. Fullerton 
Bprang at the man and threw him 
down. The captor held a knife at the 
caytlve'a throat until the Negro sur- 
rendered the rifle. Pointing the rifle 
at the prisoner, Fullerton marched 
him to jail. The Jail was surrounded 
by hundreds of people. City Attorney 
P. H. Decker mounted the Jail steps 
and made a plea for law and order. 
Tbia did not appeaee the mob and a 
short time after Decker's speech the 
mob started to batter in a section of 
the Jail wall. Within IB minutes the 
lawless men bad gained entrance to 
the Jail and secured the trembling Ne- 
gro. As he waa dragged forth City 
Attorney Decker again urged that the 
Negro be given a trial. Some of the 
transgressors repented and began to 
disperse. Suddenly a rush was made 
for the spot where the Negro wa% 
he'd, and he was dragged two blocka 
from the jail A rope waa fastened 
around his neck. After the rope had 
been thrown over the rross bar of a 
telegraph pole a score of men attempt- 
ed to poll the Negro from the ground. 
As many more seised the Negro and 
tried to prevent hia being hanged. For 
some momenta It was a tug of war, 
but reinforcements on the free end of 
the rope proved the stronger and the 
Negro, despite hia proteatations of In- 
nocence, was finally swung Into the 
air and strangled to death. The No- 
gro was a stranger in Joplin. As soon 
as the Negro was dead the mob (lis 
peraed in the twilight and later the 
body waa cut down and taken in 
charge by the coroner.

A Mob Rioted Through the atreeta of 
Joplln, Me., Wedneeday Night 

The lynching of the Negro served 
only temporarily to satisfy the indig- 
nation of the mob and later Wednes- 
day night hundreda ot men again as- 
sembled and rioted through the Negro 
district, burning houses, stoning Ne- 
groes, and finally driving every Negro 
from Joplin. The police were power- 
leaa. The first act of a mob after 
hanging the Negro waa to demand the 
release from Jail of a local character 
known as "Hickory BUI," who was ar- 
rested on the charge of assaulting a 
Negro. In the hope that this would 
appease the mob the prisoner waa act 
free. But the mob did not diaperse. 
Instead a rush was made through 
Main street and every Negro was 
driven to the north part of Joplin, 
where the colored population lives. 
Then the mob charged down on the 
quarter. Stonea were thrown, doors 
and windows of Negroes' houses were 
broken In and finally several houses 
were flred. The fire department re- 
sponded, but many of the houses were 
burned to the ground. The mob made 
eadeavora to prevent the fire depart- 
ment fro^ ettrngnlahtng the flames, 
and were partly successful. All the 
officers of the city, township and coun- 
ty were called out, but the mob swept 
thrai aside and proceeded with the 
rioting. Mayor Trigg ran from comer 
to corner and, mounting boxea, made 
earnest appeals to the mob to cease, 
hut, cheering the mayor vociferously, 
the mob swept on and the depreda- 
tJooe continued. The lalooni were 
hurriedly dosed by the mayor. Aftor 
the hundreda of frensied men com- 
posing the mob had vented their wrath 
In the north end of the city they rush- 
ed to the southoiTi end wliere a num- 
ber of Negroes lived. Their hooaee 
ware vacant and net a Ne»o OOQltf bo 



and two were burned. 

All efforts to reason with the rioters 
were futile. The streets were throng- 
ed and at nldnlgbt the whole city 
waa in an uproar. So far aa la known 
no fatalities have occurred, although 
many persons received minor injuries.

National Association in Conven- 
tion at NfW Orlsans Adopts 
Deelaration of Principles. 



OPPOSES STRIKES AND LOCKOUTS 



Right to Form Labor Unions and to 
Orgranize is Recoffnized Under 
Certain Restrictiong. 



The Convict Leber Syetem le Cen< 

demned — General Organization of 
Employera In All Branchea of 
Trade le Reeemmended. 

New Orleans, April 16. — The dele- 
gates to tbe national convention of 
the Association of Manufacturers de 
voted practically all of their time of 
both aeealons Wednesdigr to the dls- 
euHiton of the labor question. There 
was much difference of opinion aa to 
the nature of the attitude which the 
organization should take towards 
trade unionism and the debates were 
at times heated, but when the adoption 
of a declaration of prindplea was 
finally reached the resolution embody 
ing it was accepted bjr a tmanlmous 
vote. 

Followlnff Is the declaration of prin- 
ciples: 

We, the members of the National 

Asfloclatlon of Manufacturers of the 
United States of America, in ronven- 
tion assembled at Now Orleans, do 
hereby declare the following principles 
which ahall govern thla association In 
Its work In connection with problems 
of labor: 

1. Fair dealing Is the fundamental 
and basic principle on which relatione 
between emidoyes and einploirers 
should rest. 

2. The National Association of Man- 
ufacturers Is not opposed to organisa- 
tions of labor as such, but It Is unal- 
terably opposed to boycotts, blacklists 
and other illegal acta of Interference 
with the personal liberty of employer 
and employe. 

3. No person should be refused em- 
ployment or in any way discriminated 
against on account of membership or 
non-membership In any labor organ- 
ization, and there should be no dis- 
crimination against or interference with 
any employe who is not a member of a 
labor organization by members of such 
organizations. 

4. jWlth due regard to contracts, it 
is the right of the employe to leave 
his employment whenever he sees Pt 
and it is the right of employer to dis- 
charge any employe when he sees fit. 

5. Bmployers must be free to e.m- 
ploy their work people at wagee mutu- 
ally satisfactory, without interference 
or dictation on tbe part of the Indi- 
viduals or organization not directly 
parties to such contracta. 

6. Employers must be unmolested 
and unhampered In the management 
of their business, and In the use of 
any methods or <:ystems ot pay which 
are Just and equitable. 

7. No limitation should be placed 
upon the opportunitiea of any person 
to learn any trade to which he or she 
may be adapted. 

8. This association disapproves ab- 
Bolutcly of strikes ami Inrkfiuts and 
favors an equitable adjustment of all 
differences between employers and 
employee. 

9. The National Association Of Man- 
ufacturers plt'dKes Itself to oppo-e 
any and all leniKlation not in acconl 
with the foregoing declaration. 

Numerous other resolutions were 
adopted during the aeealons, among 
them being one condemning the con- 
vict labor system, another commend- 
ing the organization of non-\mion men 
and others condemning radical union- 
ists and favoring a general organisa- 
tion of employers In all branches of 
the trade. 

The morning session opened with 
an address by Carroll D. Wright, who 
was present as the representative of 
President Roosevelt Mr. Wright was 
given hearty reception. 

In an extended speech Mayor Jones, 
of Toledo, O., protested against the 
exhibltioa of any bitterness towards 
labor. "I am for i>eace," he said, "and 
I think that this association will make 
a most serioua and grave mistake if it 
does not deal with the labor question 
on humanitarian grounds. 1 urge my 
own employes to Join unlcms. I be- 
lieve the labor union ha^ l)een a great 
educator and I am opposed to any war 
on organised labor." 

Mr. Jones was Interrupted aereral 
times by attempts to end the debate, 
but he held the floor until b« bad fln- 
ished hie argument

The Remarkable Paper Was Captured, 
AmoBff Many Others. From the 
Filipino Insurgeuts. 



At the Time the General Lived at the 
Summer Palace, Near Miguel, in 
tbe Vicinity of Large Num* 
bere of Fillplnee. 

Waahington, April 16.— While ezara« 

Ining an Immense quantity of papers 
captured from the Filipino Insurgents, 
Capt. John R. M. Taylor, of the 14th 
Infantry, acting under the direction 
of Col. Edwards, of Uio department of 
insular affairs, a few days ago discov- 
ered a remarkable document endorsed 
on the back witli a direction to kill 
Oen. Otis. That endorsemeat Capi. 
Taylor insists is in the handwriting of 
Aguinaldo, the inaurgent chief. A 
tranalation of the document Is aa fol- 
lows: 

"Our Honorable President: We, th<j 
signers, who subscribe the declaration 
appended: by these preeenta protest 
against the American proclamation; 
we recognise no authority but that ot 
Ood and the revolutionary government 
and we t)lTer onr lives and property 
for the independence of our country. 

"Manila, Baa Miguel, January It, 
1899. 

"Feliciano Cms." (Twenty-five sig- 
natures follow). 

On the back Is written In the han l- 
wrlting of E. Amiinaldo: 

"Leberino Kotlonko, Feliciano do 
Cnia, to kill Oen. Otia, commissioned." 

On January 4, 1899. a proclamation 
waa issued by Oen. OtIa In which he 
declared the sovereignty of the United 
States over the P.Tllippines. Many 
protests were drawn up in the Philip- 
pines against this. Most of them were 
drawn up by order of the Insurgent 
government. Imt this letter waa proba- 
bly an nns(ili( itfd evidence of the ad- 
hesion nf some Katipuiian Indue, or ot 
one of the popular clubs in Manila or- 
ganized by Sandico while in the pay ot 
the United States government 

Rochester. N. Y.. April !«.— Elwell 
S. Otis Wednesday night made the fol- 
lowing statement in regar<l to the doc- 
ument captured from the Filipinos, re- 
lating to a plot to kill him when in 
command of tbe American forces at 
Manila: 

"At the time mentioned in the dis- 
patch we were living In the summer 
palace, near San Miguel. Near us were 
a large number of Filipinos, over 
whom, however, we kept careful watch 
day and night. We had long antici- 
pated such an order from Aguinaldo. 
Capt. Taylor, at that time upon my 
staff in Manila, was detailed to trans- 
late papers captured from the insur- 
gents. He had not at |hat time ran 
across any such direction from Agui- 
naldo. I presume tliiif tliis paiier was 
among the lut ihat \\;is luiii> il over to 
him. I undertttand that he is still 
transUiting. I thank you for thla late 
warning." 

Fifty Yeara in the Army. 

Berlin. April 16. — Oen. Count von 
Hae/eler. cdiiiniander of the ICth 
army corps, wbo liv ninnv ie regarded 
aa the most able luan in Oermany, has 
asked Emperor William to accept hi% 
resignation April 30, tbe 50th anni- 
veraary of hia entrance Into the army.

Manila, April It'.. — The campaign 
against the bandits in the province of 
Albay baa proved unauccessful, the 
leader of the Ladrones, named Toledo, 
evading a fight with the American 
forces. The government is preparinjt 
to organisse another movement.
